WASHINGTON - The House and 
order Friday, approvt^i a resolution 
million in emergency flood relief, and sent it to President 
Nixon for his signature. 
The action by both houses completes three days of 
hectic maneuvering — led by Pennsylvania legislators — 
to free the funds expected to be used by the federal 
government to rehabilitate the flood-ravaged East Coast. 
The $200 million would be added immediately upon 
Nixon’s approval, to the $92.5 million already appropriat- 
(Ki for fiscal year 1973. 
Meanwhile, in other action on capitol hill Friday, Sen. 
Hugh Scott, R-Pa. introduced a bill which calls for 
another $60 million in emergency federal assistance for 
railroad equipment in need of repair or replacement as a 
result of tropical storm Agnes. 
The legislation is the outgrowth of a meeting held 
earlier this week, and attended by Scott, Sen. Richard S. 
Schweiker, R-Pa., Gov. Milton Shapp and the state’s con­ 
gressional delegation. 
At the time, Shapp told reporters that damage to 
railroads would extend to $60 million. 
.Also, the Departm ent of Labor has earm arked 
$490.000 to hire young persons during the summer to work 
in flo(xi clean-up and to pay unemployment benefits for 
those in affected areas. 
Scott said that Pennsylvania youth between the ages 
of 16 and 21 will be paid $1.60 an hour. They are to be hired 


through the tri-county community action agency in Har­ 
risburg, he added. 
Unemployment benefits are made under the ft*deral- 
state insurance program for jobless persons, and piiyments 
will be a minimum of $54 weekly, the same paid insured 
workers under employment laws in Pennsylvania, said 
Scott. 
The minority leader’s railroad relief bill would affect 
nine major railroads serving the eastern seaboard. These 
companies. Scott said, have reported nearly $30 million 
damage due to flooding. This total is expected to in­ 
crease, he added. 
At present, said Scott, there is no existing federal 
program to provide assistance to railroads. 
‘P'our 
eastern railroads 
suffering heavy flood damage are 
already in bankruptcy receivership, several others are 
reportedly on the verge of imminent financial collapse 
Penn Cenral, Erie-Lackawanna, Reading and Lehigh 
Valley, said Scott. 
In no events said Scott, would a railroad b e permitted 
to apply for more than 26 pt*r cent of the $60 million 
funding. 


The action by the House and Senate negates a move 
taken earUer in the week by the latter body. 


On Tuesday, the Senate voted an initial $200 million 
for flood relief as part of the 1973 Health, Education and 
Welfare appropriations bill. 


With the threat of a three-week recess beginning F ri­ 
day, Congress chose the quickest and most expeditious 
road by drafting and passing an independent resolution 
calling for $200 million in relieL

Many a good man has come to grief tangling with 
the masses of red tape inherent in big government. 
In fact, it has been said by wits on one ot'casion or 
another that if he had had to deal with federal agencies, 
Noah never would have built that ark. 
Well, that point was brought up at the Tocks Island 
Citizens Association Thursday night by Jules \V. Mar- 
ron, Sussex County. N.J., planning director and one of 
the original architects of the Tocks Island Regional Ad­ 
visory Council. 
At one point during his brief presentation, he com­ 
miserated with officials gathered there who had been 
lambasting the Council on Environmental Quality and 
other governmental organizations. And, while it is not 
our policy to do so, we would like to relate the short 
treatise he read, entitled: 


A Case Study in Local Planning; 
The Planning of Noah's Ark 


The Chief Planner designed a plan and told 
Noah to build an ark, 300 cubits long, 50 cubits wide 
and 30 cubits high. Noah, after studying the plan, 
decided that it would take 120 years to implement 
the plan — unless he could get federal aid to assist 
with the project. 
After months of study. Noad decided to ap­ 
proach the governm ent w ith his plan. W ith 
blueprmts and drawings tucked under his arm, he 
caught a caravan to Washington, confident that 
some type of federal assistance could be procured. 
His first stop was at the Economic Develop­ 
ment Administration. Here, he was informed that 
the basis for an ED A grant depended primarily 
upon the jobs the project would create. Since the 
project mvolved only temporary employment op­ 
portunities and since only Noah would be working 
full time. EDA could not provide a grant. Also, 
Noah did not live in a redevelopment area but near 
the hustling towns of Sodom and Ciomorrah. which 
fu rth er detracted from E D A ’s w illingness to 
become involved in the project. *\fter a series of 
“sorrys” . Noah departed EDA and caught a camel 
to the Department of Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment. 
Here again, Noah was greeted with politeness, 
but HUD guidehnes were fearsome. Noah’s plan­ 
ning district had not been certified by HUD as an 
areawide planning agency. In fact, HUD was con­ 
centrating an “Operation Breakthrough” , a pro­ 
gram designed to provide decent housing for every 
low income resident in Sodom. 
Discouraged, but not yet willing to admit 
defeat, Noah called on the Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration. Here, he was greeted with hospitality 
and eager ears, and had FH A not been out of grant 
money, might have come up with something. It was 
noted, however, that FHA was oriented to low- 
income, rural families and Noah was seemingly 
somew hat well off. 
Although Noah’s county was not located in the 
.Appalachian region, he decided to drop in at the 
.ARC offices anyway since Sodom bore some 
resemblance to Appalachia. Lucky for him too. since 
.ARC officials pointed out the need for a local 
development district in his area and actually of­ 
fered assistance in organizing a district. 
Noah, in exasperation, finally knocked u{xjn the 
doors of the U.S. Corps of Engineers where he was 
quickly informed that the highest flood of record in 
1981 BC had not even touched the foot of Mount 
Ararat. Although Noah received no financial com­ 
mitment at the Corps, he did leave with the Chief 
Engineer’s assurance that the maximum proba­ 
bility flood would come nowh(‘re near (îod’s pro­ 
jections. 


Noah thought of going to lA’A or SB.A, but by 
now was too discouraged and instead caught the 
5:00 p.m camel shuttle out of town. 
.\s our records point out, .Noah went home and 
implemented his project with strictly local funds. 
■Although he was in the implementation phase for 
120 years, his endeavor ixjints out the fact that 
local plans should not be shelved because of the lack 
of federal funds. And too. perhaps it ¡xjint.^ out the 
need for local initiative. 
.At any rate, the rains were upon the earth for 
40 days and 40 nights and, as our records indicate, 
Noah and certain other loc-al planners waxed safe

Grad u ated in co me tax

Taxes are not something that we like to 
remember once the payment has bt'en made. 
Nor are we likely to spend time recalling the 
chaos that erupted last summer when the 
State Supreme Court ruled Pennsylvania’s new 
graduated income tax as unconstitutional* ac 
cording to the state constitution. But if you do 
jog your memory, you will recall the complete 
confusion as 
legislators and administrators 
tried to find something to fill the gap and keep 
the state fiscally afloat 
We have hobbled along this year with a 
flat 2.3 per cent state income tax. (Even this 
simple sounding measure caused confusion 
because it was so hastily written). A flat rate 
tax is a regressive tax. It taxes everyone at 
the same rate with no regard for ability to 
pay. The taxpayer in the higher income 
bracket with more disposable income is asked 


to bt'ar the same kind of tax burden as the 
middle or lower income person who has 
relatively less money “ left over.” 
Now something can be done to correct this 
situation. A graduated income tax amendment 
bill has reachiKl a final vote in the State House 
and Senate. If it passes this session, it can be 
considered again by the new legislature to be 
convened after the Novembt'r elections. Once 
these requirements are met, it will come to 
the voters for approval as an amendment to 
the state constitution. Now is the time to 
take the first step. 
Write to your state senator or represen­ 
tative to urge passage of the graduated in­ 
come tax amendment. We may not spend time 
thinking about our taxes, but we do have to 
pay them. They should be equitable.

A Case Study in Local Planning: 


The Planning of Noah's Ark 


The Chief Planner designed a plan and told 


Noah to build an ark, 300 cubits long, 50 cubits wide 
and 30 cubits high. Noah, after studying the plan, 
decided that it would take 120 years to implement 
the plan — unless he could get federal aid to assist 
with the project. 


After months of study, Noad decided to ap- 


proach the government with his plan. With 
blueprints and drawings tucked under his arm, he 
caught a caravan to Washington, confident that 
some type of federal assistance could be procured. 


His first slop was at the Economic Develop- 


ment Administration. Here, he was informed that 
the basis for an EDA grant depended primarily 
upon the jobs the project would create.

therefore, was nol to open up the nominaling 
process in (he Democratic Party lo a wide 
range of volers. Rather, (he reforms provided 
an opportunity for a new elile lo displace Ihe 
older elites that formerly conlrolled the par- 
ty. The McGovern strength lies in the affluent 
suburb, on the campus, and among certain 
media and professional groups. As long as the 
traditional Democratic operatives controlled 
the nominating process, these groups, as in 
1968, were consigned lo the McCarthyile 
wilderness. The McGovern reforms opened Ihe 
door and allowed them lo take control. 


liul Ihore has been no exlension of 


"democracy." If anything, Ihe allitudes and 
policy recommendations of Ihe new elite are 
less representative of the mass of Democratic 
voters 
than were those of the traditional 


political operalivcs. And Ihis spells trouble, 
which is beginning lo show up at Ihe polls, as 
in California, where son.c 40 per cent of those 
Democrats who voted for ffumphrey say they 
will switch lo Nixon in November if McGovcrn 
is nominated. 


Graduated income tax 


Editor, The Record: 


Taxes are not something that we like to 


remember once the payment lias been made. 
Nor are we likely to spend lime recalling the 
chaos that erupted last summer when Die 
State Supreme Court ruled Pennsylvania's new 
graduated income lax as unconstitutional •.-> 
cording to the state constitution. But if you do 
jog your memory, yofi will recall (lie complete 
confusion as legislators and administrators 
tried to find something to fill the gap and keep 
the stale fiscally afloat. 


We have hobbled along this year with a 


flat 2.3 per cent state income tax. (Even this 
simple sounding measure caused confusion 
because it was so hastily written). A tint rate 
tax is a regressive tax. It taxes everyone at 
the same rale with no regard for ability to 
pay. The taxpayer in the higher income 
bracket with more disposable income is asked 


to bear the same kind of lax burden as the 
middle or lower income person who has 
relatively less money "left over." 


Now something can be done to correct this 


situation. A graduated income tax amendment 
bill has reached a final vote in the Slate House 
and Senate. If it passes (his session, it can be 
considered again by the new legislature to be 
convened after the November elections. Once 
these requirements are met, it will come to 
the voters for approval as an amendment to 
the state constitution. Now is the time to 
take the first step. 


Write to your state senator or represen- 


tative to urge passage of the graduated in- 
come lax amendment. We may not spend time 
thinking about our taxes, but we do have to 
pay them. They should be equitable.

Now, the department is about to let five 


big drug firms — Pfizer, American Cyanamid, 
Bristol-Meyers, Squibb and Upjohn 
off the 


antitrust hook. Their corporate officers have 
filled the N i x o n campaign chests w i t h 
thousands and thousands of dollars. 


The losers, as usual, will be the ordinary 


taxpayers who can't afford $1.000 political gift's 
or 
$lOO-a-plale 
tables 
al 
sumptuous 
fund- 


raising dinners. 


They stand to lose hundreds of millions in 


o v e r c h a r g e s f o r the l i f c s a v i n g d r u g 
lelracycline. The Justice Department in 1B69 
charged Pfizer with "fraud" in obtaining its 
tetracycline palenl. The other pharmaceutical 
firms were accused in a civil suit of unethical 
practices and "unlawful conspiracies" in sell- 
ing the antibiotic. 


If the fraud charge can be proved,Ihe drug 


firms could be forced to pay back huge sums to 
consumers, medical groups, stales and even 
foreign governments. 


But a few months ago, whispers of a settle- 


ment reached the cars of Federal .Judge Miles 
Lord, Ihe earnest St. Paul, Minn., jurist hear- 
ing Ihe case. 
Disturbed, be took the ex- 


traordinary slep of speaking pcrsonaily with 
Richard McLaren, then the Justice Depart- 
ment antitrust chief, about the rumors. 


Strange understanding 


Judge Lord's concern turned out to be well 


founded. Nol long afterward, Lewis Bernstein, 
the Justice attorney in charge of Ihe case, was 
ordered lo inform the judge that a "general 
understanding" bad been reached lo settle. 


Judge Lord listened, dumbfounded, lo the 


Justice 
Department's proposal. 
Prosecution 


would be dropped, Bernstein reported, in 
return for a $14.3 million payment by the drug 
firms. The money would go to the Treasury; 
Ihe overcharged customers would get nothing. 


Under this arrangement, not only would 


the palent fraud case be dropped but (he drug 
firms would be fined only a fraction of whal 
they would risk losing in court.

Lord, hardly believing his ears, 


replied: "It stings me jusl a lillle bit when 
the rug is pulled out from under me. . . ." 


lie indicated thai the seltlement would 


make il nexl to impossible for the victims to 
reclaim the m i l l i o n s they overpaid for 
tetracycline. 


From competent sources, we have learned 


that Ihe orders for a seltlement came from 
(hen Altorney General John Mitchell, who is 
now President Nixon's campaign manager. 


Richard

Invent new vegetable

You've tried them all 
... 


artichokes through zucchini . . 
. bul still can't get turned on 
by vegetables. Maybe what 
you need is a new vegetable! 


Well, not new, exactly, but 


old favorites in a new form. 
Did you ever think of raiding 
your refrigerator's salad 
c r i s p e f ? W h y n o t cook 
vegetables that are normally 
e a t e n raw? L e t t u c e and 
cucumbers, for example. When 
c o o k e d , t h e y ' r e like no 
vegetable you've ever had 
before, and so low-calorie that 
they can help skinny-down a

Braised lettuce is a favorite 


of the French. When served it 
looks a little like buttered cab- 
bage, but it has a flavor all its 
own, 
distinctly different from

STRO U D SBU RG — Stroudsburg school directors 
allowed necessity to conquer principle Friday by approv­ 
ing a 60 mill occupation tax to balance next year's 
$4,080,336 budget for the district. 
All went smoothly in the special meeting called to 
ratify next year’s budget, until the vote came to re-enact 
the levy to collect $119,000 worth of occupation taxes. 
Members balked when a motion of approval was call­ 
ed for. Board President Donald Stone said he knew the 
feelings of the members on the tax, but he needed a vote. 
Director Lloyd Manter said the school district could 
drop the tax if the borough would only give up its half of 
the one per cent wage tax placed on district residents. 
Stone said that would be something to work on next 
year. 
It should be done this year, Director John Baymor 
insisted, saying the use of the occupation tax by the 
school district means taxing the working individual twice 
when coupled with the earned income tax. 
Tax officials in Monroe County have agreed for some 
time the occupation levy is inequitable and poorly ad­ 
ministered. 
Nonetheless, the directors reluctantly passed the 60 
mills in a five-two vote. Baymor and Bernard Frantz 
registered the dissenting votes when the roll was taken. 
Those voting "yes” on the tax measure were Dr. Ed ­ 
mund Magann, John Parker, Dr. John Lim, Stone and 
Manter. 
“ Not a director in this room wants to pass that tax 
again,” Stone said following the vote. 
By passing the tax, directors were able to keep all 
taxes in the district stable despite a $239,000 increase in 
the budget over this year’s figure. 


Real estate millage remains at 54 mills. Two fiv<>- 
dollar per capita taxes; a one-half of one p<*r cent wage 
and income tax and a one-half of one per cent real estate 
tax make balance taxation for the budget 
The budget carries with it $235,000 for the d¡.strict's 
proposed middle school. The figure is the proposed first 
year rental for the school. 
The cost increase in the coming year will go in part to 
an expected $163,000 Instructional cost hike on this year's 
$2,012,000 spent. This is the greatest increase in expen­ 
ditures listed in the new budget. 
Total revenue from local sources for next year is an­ 
ticipated at $2,343,649 up from $2,226,261. State share is 
set at $1,183,620 and federal support is listed at $98.892. 
Federal sources are expected to pitch in an additional 
$5,000 for disadvantagtni children. Currently the amount 
is $40.000 
Administrative salaries are sliced down in the budget 
to $68,055. This year they were estimated to bt* $72,410. 
But then total administration costs this year did not 
meet the expected $165,530 — now being figured at 
$150.995. For the budget, next year's administrative costs 
have been set at $158,2.55. perhaps in keeping with the 
lower figure this year. 
A breakdown of other expenditures (with this year s 
estimated cost parenthesizt*d) shows:

health 
services, $39,950 ($33,7 30); transportation. $207,400 
($195,100);

munity services. $4.500 ($4,275); capital outlay, $62,600 
($76,675); debt service. $492,255 ($257.255); intersystem 
payments, $111.580 !$99.479) and budgetary reserve, 
$38,671.

Under an edict established 
by the Department of Health, 
E d u c a t i o n and W e l f a r e 
• HEW), here, and forwarded 
to Harrisburg in mid-May, 
f a i l u r e to co m p le te the 
inspection and certification 
process by July 1 would invite 
“ compliance proceedings” 
against Pennsylvania and any 
other state. 
Only a last-minute announ­ 
cement by HEW’ that inspec­ 
tion certifications may be 
received through July without 
permanent penalty may offer 
Pennsylvania a reprieve. 
But, an H E W spokesman 
said, Pennsylvania and the 
federal government have been 
conducting heated correspon­ 
dence over the certification 
process, and threats and count­ 
er-threats have led to a cool 
tone in communications. 
On June 19, the director of 
i’ennsylvania’s Dept, of Public 
W e lfa r e wrote H E W that 
federal officials were “ throw­ 
ing stones at F’ennsylvania” 
from “ inside a glass house.” 
She said that HEW' has been 
“ dragging its heels on nursing 
home safety for years and is 
now criticizing Pennsylvania.” 
Moreover, she said, “ in.spt*c- 
tors are proceeding rapidly 
with the entire state schedul­ 
ed to be completed this sum­ 
mer.” 
“ This summer” apparently 
did not mean July 1, and at 
least one H E W spokesman 
referred to the reference, as 
well as other phrases in the 
state’s letter, as “ snippy.” 
The state’s pubhc welfare 
director, in her July 19 letter, 
wrote further that “ although 
federal officials claim nursing 
home standards have been in 
effect for more than two years, 
they issued the first forms for 
reporting inspection only three 
weeks ago.” 
Flirthermore, “ other forms 
specifically requiring safety 
surveys were not issued until 
mid-April 1972,” she said. 
She went on to say that the 
Pubhc Welfare Dt‘partment in 
Harrisburg proposed new fire 
and s a f e t y r e g u l a t i o n s 
meeting federal requirements 
on May 13. “ Now (July 19) the 
federal government wants to 
know why we can’t expect 217 
facilities in the next two 
weeks.” 
HF’W apparently has been 
attempting for many months 
to have Pennsylania adopt 
federal life safety codes which 
regulate the construction and 
maintenance of medicaid-fund- 
t»d nursing homes.

Paradox is statewide 
Schools 'poor- rich' 


STROUDSBURG - Proper­ 
ty owners in Monroe County’s 
four school districts will shell 
out $6.4 million next year — 
even though school districts 
have become richer. 
The total worth of the 
school districts has grown 
phenomenally 
and yet 
land 
owners, based on- figures for 
the last five years, wind up 
paying more and more. 
It’s a state-wide paradox. 
While millage rates here have 
increased during the past five 
years, assessed land value has 
risen even more sharply. 
And this means districts 
receive less state aid because 
of the assessed-value hikes. 
For a Monroe County land 
owner with property assessed 
at $5 ,000, the Stroudsburg 
School D is tric t w ill take 
r o u g h l y 
$27 0, 
E a s t 
Stroudsburg $295, Pocono 
Mountain $245 and Pleasant 
Valley $260. 
If that property was assess­ 
ed at $5,000 five years ago, it 
means the land owner is pay- 
ing a b o u t $35 m o r e to 
Stroudsburg, $60 to East 
StrtHJdsburg, 
$55 to 
Pocono 
.Mountain and $50 to F^leasant 
Valley. 
The $6.4 million in property 
taxes will provide slightly 
more than half of the total 
revenues needed by county 
school districts. 
State aid, meanwhile, con­ 
tinues 
to dwindle. 
Pleasant 
Valley’s ratio dropped a whop­ 
ping seven per cent this year. 
And Pocono Mountain — at 
.10 — can go no lower. Gripes 
David Neison, Pocono Moun­ 
tain’s business manager: 
“ Do you measure wealth by 
land value or the ability of 
pt'ople to pay?”

STROUDSBURG - Stroudsburg school directors 


allowed necessity to conquer principle Friday by approv- 
ing a 60 mill occupation tax to balance next year's 
$4,080,336 budget for the district. 


All went smoothly in the special meeting called to 


ratify next year's budget, until the vote came to re-enact 
the levy to collect $119,000 worth of occupation taxes. 


Members balked when a motion of approval was call- 


ed for. Board President Donald Stone said he knew the 
feelings of the members on the tax, but he needed a vote. 


Director Lloyd Manter said the school district could 


drop the tax if the borough would only give up its halt of 
the one per cent wage tax placed en district residents. 


Stone said that would be something to work on next 


year. 


It should be done this year, Director John Baymor 


insisted, saying the use of the occupation tax by the 
school district means taxing the working individual twice 
when coupled with the earned income tax. 


• Tax officials in Monroe County have agreed for some 


time the occupation levy is inequitable and poorly ad- 
ministered. 


Nonetheless, the directors reluctantly passed the 60 


mills in a five-two vote. Baymor and Bernard Frantz 
registered the dissenting votes when the roll was taken. 


Those voting "yes" on the tax measure were Dr. Ed- 


mund Magann, John Parker, Dr. John Lim, Stone and 
Manter. 


"Not a director in this room wants to pass that tax- 


again," Stone said following the vote. 


By passing the tax, directors were able to keep all 


taxes in the district stable despite a $239,000 increase in 
the budget over this year's figure. 


Real estate inillage remains at 54 mills. Two five- 


dollar per capita taxes; a one-half of one per cent wage 
and income lax and a one-half of one per cent real eslalo 
(ax make balance taxation for the budget. 


The budget carries with it $235,000 for the district's 


proposed middle school. The figure is the proposed first 
year rental for the school. 


The cost increase in the coming year will go in part to 


an expected $163,000 instructional cost hike on this year's 
$2,012,000 spent. This is (hi- greatest increase in expen- 
ditures listed in the new budget. 


Total revenue from local sources for next year is an- 


ticipated at $2,343,649 up from $2,226,281. Stale share is 
set at $1,183,620 and federal support is listed at $98,892. 


Federal sources are expected to pitch in an additional 


$5,000 for disadvanlaged children. Currently the amount 
is $40,000. 


Administrative salaries are sliced down in the budget 


to $68,055. This year they were estimated to be $72.410. 


But then total administration costs this year did not 


meet the expected $165,530 
now being figured at 


$150,995. For the budget, next year's administrative costs 
have been set at $158,255, perhaps in keeping with the 
lower figure this year. 


A breakdown of olher expenditures (with this year's 


estimated cost parenthesized) shows: 


Pupil personnel services. $85,620 ($61,005); health 


services, $39.950 ($33,730); transportation, $207,400 
($195,100); operation and plant maintenance, $371,275

Traveling down Wyoming Avenue for the guard was 


like looking on Main Street.

During his tour of the devastated area at 1 p.m. Fri- 


day, Capt. Anthony Mangan saw area residents busy 
cleaning out basements and first floors, piling furniture of 
all descriptions into heaps waiting to be hauled to 
sanitary landfills. 


The flood ruined furniture will be taken away by Co. C 


today as they begin to help clear the debris. 


Encampment in Ihe flood area for the men of Com- 


pany C will fast for two weeks. For the residents who look 
upon their homes and see a high water mark near the 
roof, cleaning up is not a matter of weeks. 


And for those who can not regain homes uprooted by 


tropical storm Agnes, measurement is thought of in 
terms of a life time.

However, she said they 


decided to forego granting the 
extension temporarily and, 
instead, (o write letters to 
each of Ihe counties in the 
Tocks Island project region to 
i n v e s t i g a t e how far their 
sewage implementation plans 
have progressed. 


A c c o r d i n g 
t o 
t h e 


spokesman, these letters of 
i n q u i r y have not yet been 
mailed out. 


Should the proposed Tocks 


dam be scrapped, she believes 
a regional sewerage treatment 
network will still be required, 
regardless 
of whether it is 


implemented locally or by the 
DRBC. 


Sewerage needed 


"My impression is that it's 


something that has to go on 
anyway because, whether 
Tocks goes through or not, the 
region needs sewerage and the 
commissioners will encourage 
a regional approach," she con- 
tended. 


She f u r t h e r implied the 


DfiBC is temporarily postpon- 
ing implementation plans for 
its $362 million tri-statc 
sewerage treatment program 
known as Alternalive V in Ihe 
hopes il can encourage local 
niunicipalilies "lo participate 
more than they have been." 


A f t e r i n i t i a l l y selecting 


Alternative V in January, the 
D R B C set today as the 
d e a d l i n e

m u n i c i p a l i t i e s to come up 
w i t h an alternative plan 
which would provide the same 
services as the inter-state 
agency's multi-million dollar 
proposal. 


Toward that end, TIUAC's

WASHINGTON - The 


countdown for 
Pennsylvania 


health officials has expired, 
but all is not "A-OK." 


Saturday was the deadline 


date for state health officers 
to complete their inspection 
of Pennsylvania's 217 nursing 
homes now eligible for federal 
medicaid funds. 


But, it is highly dubious, ac- 


cording to federal health 
s o u r c e s , 
t h a t 
t h e 


task—carried out amidst the 
havoc wrought by massive 
s t a t e w i d e f l o o d i n g — w a s 
satisfactoriy completed. 


Under an edict established 


by the Department of Health, 
E d u c a t i o n a n d W e l f a r e 
(HEW), here, and forwarded 
to Harrisburg in mid-May, 
f a i l u r e to complete the 
inspection and certification 
process by July 1 would invite 
"compliance proceedings" 
against Pennsylvania and any 
other state. 


Only a last-minute announ- 


cement by HEW thai inspec- 
tion certifications may be 
received through July without 
permanent penally may offer 
Pennsylvania a reprieve. 


But, an HEW spokesman 


said, Pennsylvania and the 
federal government have been 
conducting heated correspon- 
dence over the certification 
process, and threats and count- 
er-threats have led to a cool 
tone in communications. 


On June 19, the director of 


Pennsylvania's Dept. of Public 
W e l f a r e wrote HEW that 
federal officials were "throw- 
ing slones at 
Pennsylvania" 


from "inside a glass house." 


She said that HEW has been 


"dragging its heels on nursing 
home safety for years and is 
now criticizing Pennsylvania." 


Moreover, she said, "inspec- 


tors are proceeding 
rapidly 


wilh the entire state schedul- 
ed to be compleled this sum- 
mer." 


"This summer" apparently 


did not mean July !, and at 
least one HEW spokesman 
referred to the reference, as 
well as other phrases in the 
state's letter, as "snippy." 


The state's public welfare 


director, in her July 19 letter, 
wrote further lhal "although 
federal officials claim nursing 
home standards have been in 
effect for more than two years, 
they issued the first forms for 
reporting inspection only three 
weeks ago." 


Furthermore, "other forms 


specifically requiring safety 
surveys were not issued unlil 
mid-April 1972," she said. 


She wenl on to say lhat the 


Public Welfare Department in 
Harrisburg proposed new fire 
a n d s a f e t y 
r e g u l a t i o n s 


meeling federal requirements 
on May 13. "Now (July 19) the 
federal government wants lo 
know why we can't expect 217 
f a c i l i t i e s in the next two 
weeks." 


HEW apparently has been 


attempting for many months 
to have Pennsylania adopt 
federal life safety codes which 
regulate the construction and 
maintenance of mcdicaid-fund- 
ed nursing homes. 


Over two years ago, and 


again this spring, HEW in- 
formed Pennsylvania lhat 
t h e i r codes did not meet 
federal criteria.

Schools 'poor-rich' 


STHOUDSBURG - Proper- 


ty owners in Monroe County's 
four school districts will shell 
out $6.4 million next year — 
even though school districts 
have become richer, 


The total worth of the 


school districts has grown 
phenomenally 
and yet land 


owners, based on- figures for 
the last five years, wind up 
paying more and more. 


It's a state-wide 
paradox. 


While millage rates here have 
increased during the past five 
years, assessed land value has 
risen even more sharply. 


And this means districts 


receive less state aid because 
of the assessed-value hikes. 


For a Monroe County land 


owner with property assessed 
at $5,000, the Stroudsburg 
School District will take 
r o u g h l y 
$ 2 7 0 , E a s t 


Stroudsburg $295, Pocono 
Mountain $245 and Pleasant 
Valley $260. 


If that property was assess- 


ed at $5,'000 five years ago, il 
means the land owner is pay- 
ing a b o u t $35 m o r e to 
Stroudsburg, $60 to East 
Stroudsburg, 
$55 to Pocono 


Mountain and $50 to Pleasant 
Valley. 


The $6.4 million in property 


taxes will provide slightly 
more than half of the total 
revenues needed by county 
school districts. 


State aid, meanwhile, con- 


tinues to dwindle. Pleasant 
Valley's ratio dropped a whop- 
ping seven per cent this year.

Hardesl hit was the Wilkes- 


Barre YMCA. The facilities in 
Lock Haven, Miiton, Phoenix- 
ville and Berwick all received 
varying amounts of damage, 
with the Lock Haven and 
Milton units being 
severely 


hit. 


Evacuees reporled that the 


Wilkes-Barre "Y" was flooded 
up to the second floor and was 
"completely wiped out." The 
Lock Haven Y M C A , w i t h 
l i m i t e d r e s o u r c e s f o r 
rebuilding, may not be able lo 
recover from the blow, Harley 
said. 


In Milton, 25 foel of water 


invaded the YMCA there, 
causing the loss of all proper- 
ty, records and other items. 
The lobby, pool, furnace room 
and teenage room were ruined 
and the building itself 
was 


s e v e r a l y damaged w h e n 
lumber from a nearby lumber 
yard broke loose and jammed 
Ihe building. Prospects for 
recovery arc also poor at 
Millon.

STRO UDSBURG — The system a tic development of 
technique from elem enta ry school through va rsity ranks 
is H a rvey Branya n's game plan for winning teams at 
Stroudsburg High School.

Stroudsburg School 
District 
Boiird of Directors. 
He ca lls his plan “Rule Ba sketba ll.” It is suppostKi to 
m a ke 17 basic techniques second nature to his pla yers by 
the tim e they a re ready to pla y high school biill. 
Bra nya n said he w ill emphasize organization. Ha ving 
spent five yea rs in Stroudsburg’s elem enta ry schools, he 
feels he knows where the talent is for the coming years. 
“ Ba sketball is clim bing at Stroudsburg. Now is a tim e 
when it could become more influentia l. M ore and more in­ 
terest is developing and there is good talent coming up 
from the six th and seventh gra des.” Branya n siiid. 
There a re problems in banking on the younger talent 
to bt' ready for high school ba ll, and Branya n knows them. 
“ Physical development 
is a fa ctor. But there are 
other problems too. Through six th and seventh grade a 
numbt'r of changes ta ke place 
- sw ia l. physical and 
emotiona l. 
Some 
rem a in

develop interests in other sports. 
“ And some just drop out of athletics a ltogether and 
go into other things. Some a re not so g(X)d.” he siiid. 
P a rt of Branya n's philosophy about the sport — a 
la rge pa rt — involves the tota l development of young peo­ 
ple iind the pa rt athletic*s can pla y. 
'■ B a sketb a ll is g o in g to be fit in to th e to ta l 
tKiucational a tm osphere,” Bra nya n said. “ By tha t. 1 mean 


developing young men to bt' rea dy to contribute to socie­ 


ty. 
“ Basketball is a tea m game. The value of the coiich is 
his a bility to weave people together.” 
W ha t about the sta r — the kid with more talent who 
m a y be able to dom inate tea m members'.’ 
“ If a lad has pa rticula r talents, you try to fit him in­ 
to the tea m . You mold the sta r to the tea m . I won't build 
a tea m on one person. Tea m m ora le is one fa ctor here, 
but it is also easier to stop one sta r then five go(Kl m en.” 


Branya n siud'. 
What about the pressure to win on the p la yers.’ 
“ M y personal belief is that the num ber one reason for 
sports is to help develop our young people ft)r life. Sports 
provides a choice of conduct.

Harvey Branyan named 
S-burg basketball coach

STFIOUDSBURO — The systemalic development of 


technique from elementary school through varsity ranks 
is Harvey Hranyan's game plan for winning teams at 
Stroudsburg High School. 


Friday, Branyan was named head basketball coach at 


a special meeting of Hit- Strondsburg School District 
Board of Directors. 


He calls his plan "Rule Basketball." It is supposed to 


make 17 basic techniques second nature to his players by 
the time they are ready to play high school ball. 


Branyan said he will emphasize organization. Having 


spent five years in Stroudsbnrg's elementary schools, he 
feels he knows where (tie talent is for the coming years. 


"Basketball is climbing at Strondsburg. Now is a time 


when it could become more influential. More ami more in- 
terest is developing and there is good talent coming up 
from Ihe sixth and seventh grades," Branyan said. 


There are problems in banking on the younger talent 


to be ready for high school ball, and Branyan knows them. 


"Physical development is a factor, liul (here are 


other problems loo. Through sixth and seventh grade a 
number of changes take place — social, physical and 
emotional. Some remain involved in basketball some 
develop interests in other spoils. 


"And some just drop out of athletics altogether and 


go into other things. Some are not so good," he said. 


Part of Brauyan's philosophy about the sport — a 


large par! 
involves the total development of young peo- 


ple and the part alhlelics can play. 


"Basketball is going to be fit into the t o t a l 


educational atmosphere," Branyan said. "Hy that, I mean 


developing young men to be ready lo contribute lo socie- 
ty. 


"Basketball is a team game. The value of the coach is 


his ability lo weave people together." 


What about Ihe slar — Ihe kid with more talent who 


may be able lo dominate team members? 


"If a lad has particular talents, you try lo fil him in- 


to the team. You mold the slar to Ihe team. I won't build 
a team on one person. Team morale is one factor here, 
but it is also easier to stop one star (hen five good men," 
Branyan saidi 


What about (he pressure lo win on Ihe players? 
"My personal belief is thai (he number one reason for 


sports is to help develop our young people for life. Sports 
provides a choice of conduct. It helps the student (o 
mature. 


"Winning is important. 
11 is a par I of 
life, liul 


sportmanship is more important. After playing (heir 
toughest possible game, I would expeel my players lo be 
able to congratulate the other learn if they won." 


And what about the pressure on tlie coach to produce 


winning teams'.' 


"I'm receptive and a good listener. But only one man 


can run Hie system. 1 musl make Ihe decisions about 
what 1 lliink is best for Ihe boys. Ami I musl live with 
myself."

graduate from East Slroudsburg State College. As a high 
school alhlete he captained football, basketball and (rack 
for East Pennsboro High School. 


After picking up 10 varsity letters in high school, he

S T RO U D S B U RG - “ It 
won’t be three years away, 
because we have some of the 
finer young players, such as 
the Gilmores, the Issels and 
the like.” 
Such are Carolina Cougar 
Larry Miller’s feelings con­ 
cerning equality between the 
National Basketball Associa­ 
tion and the five-year-old 
American Basketball Associa­ 
tion. A Catasauqua native and 
former all-America at North 
Carolina, Miller, whose 63 
points in a game last March is 
an ABA single-game record, 
was in the area Thursday as a 
lecturer 
at the 
Pocono In­ 
vitational Biisketball Camp. 
' i realize that the caliber of 
players isn’t the same in the 
ABA as it is in the NBA, but I 
don't think it will take three 
y e a r s for the leagues to 
become even in this respect,” 
said Miller, adding that the 
ABA is acquiring the services 
of many of the finer young 
players coming out of colleges 
across the country. 


“ Our league is very exciting 
in its own way. We have Julius 
E r v in g with Virginia, Dan 
Issel and Artis Gilmore with 
Kentucky, Jim Chones with 
New York and others fresh 
out 
of school,” commented 
Miller, 
adding 
that 
Denver 
Ro c k e t Ra l p h Sim p s o n , 
although a 
two-year 
league 
v e t e r a n a f t e r l e a v i n g 
Michigan State following his 
sophomore year, also would 
fall into this category. 
“ We don’t have the centers 
they have, but we have a lot 
of super great forwards and 
guards that play a different 
brand of game than the NBA 
does,” he said. “ I would like 
to see the two leagues remain 
apart, although playing on an 
equal basis. A complete 
merger would hurt the way 
the game is played, much the 
same as the professional foot­ 
ball merger did to football,” 
he said, adding, however, that 
he would like to see the two 
leagues play a championship 
series at the end of the 
season. 
M i l l e r was openly en- 


thusiastic about Carolina’s re­ 
cent addition of form er 
Philadelphia 76er and North 
Carolina University great Bil­ 
ly Cunningham. 
“ Billy’s been one of the top 
forwards in the NBA for a 
long time and his tremendous 
rebounding and scoring will 
help our team tremendously,” 
said Miller. “ Just his attitude 
toward playing is bound to 
help. And the gate, boy, will 
he help the gate. The people 
down there are all excited 
about his playing there,” he 
added. “ We might average 
10,000 a game this year.” 
Miller also said that, with 
the addition of Cunningham, 
new coach Larry Brown and 
assistant coach Doug Moe, 
this would give the Cougars 
six players who spent their

North Carolina, with Miller 
and tw o r e c e n t N o r t h 
Carolina graduates, Steve 
P ré v is and Dennis Wycik, 
completing the cast.

The Jim 
M c D a n i e l s thing, where 
McDaniels left at the end of 
the year for the NBA, really 
hurt him a lot. He was really 
puzzled as to why Mac left.

Such are Carolina Cougar 


Larry Miller's feelings con- 
cerning equality between the 
National Basketball Associa- 
tion and the five-year-old 
American flasketball Associa- 
tion, A Calasauqua native and 
former all-America at North 
Carolina, Miller, whose 63 
points in a game last March is 
an .ABA single-game record, 
was in the area Thursday as a 
lecturer at the Poeono In- 
vitational Basketball Camp. 


"1 realize that the caliber of 


players isn't the same in the 
ABA as it is in the NBA, but I 
don't think it will take three 
years for the leagues to 
become even in this respect," 
said Miller, adding that the 
ABA is acquiring the services 
of many of (he finer young 
players coming out of colleges 
across the country. 


"Our league is very exciting 


in its own way. We have Julius 
Erving with Virginia, Dan 
Issel and Artis Gilmore with 
Kentucky, Jim Chones with 
New York and others fresh 
out of school," commented 
Miller, adding that Denver 
R o c k e t Ralph Simpson, 
although a two-year league 
v e t e r a n a f t e r 
l e a v i n g 


Michigan State following his 
sophomore year, also would 
fall into this category. 


"We don't have the centers 


they have, but we have a lot 
of super great forwards and 
guards that play a different 
brand of game tiian the NBA 
does," he said. "I would like 
to see the two leagues remain 
apart, although playing on an 
equal basis. A complete 
merger would hurt the way 
the game is played, much the 
same as the professional foot- 
ball merger did to football," 
he said, adding, however, that 
he would like to see the two 
leagues play a championship 
series at the end of the 
season. 


M i l l e r was openly en- 


thusiastic about Carolina's re- 
cent a d d i t i o n of former 
Philadelphia 76er and North 
Carolina University great Bil- 
ly Cunningham. 


"Billy's been one of the top 


forwards in the NBA for a 
long time and his tremendous 
rebounding and scoring will 
help our team tremendously," 
said Milter. "Just his attitude 
toward playing is bound to 
help. And the gate, boy, will 
he help the gate. The people 
down there are all excited 
about his playing there," he 
added. "We might average 
10,000 a game this year." 


Miller also said that, with 


the addition of Cunningham, 
new coach Larry Brown and 
assistant coach Doug Moe, 
this would give the Cougars 
six players who spent their 
college basketball years at 
North Carolina, with Miller 
a n d t w o r e c e n t N o r t h 
Carolina graduates, Steve 
Previs and Dennis Wycik, 
completing the cast. 


"The Carolina team used to 


go for the local players, but 
now they go for the better

Miller also staled that he 


felt former Cougar Coach Tom 
Meschery quit lasl year was 
because "he wanled to gel 
away from it all." 


"He really didn't have full 


control and I think a coach 


needs that control. The Jim 
McDaniels tiling, where 
McDaniels left at the end of 
the year for the NBA, really 
hurt him a lot. He was really 
puzzled as to why Mac left. 
Tom jiist got fed up with the 
situation as it existed," said 
Miller, commenting further 
that he felt last year was a 
"down year for basketball." 


"I have no idea why Mac 


left. It was just that he was 
there one day and gone the 
next. I didn't find out about it 
until he was gone," said Miller 
in reference to McDaniels 
j u m p to the NBA Seattle 
Supersonics, adding that the 
team actually won more 
games after he left than they 
had been expected to. 


"He's not really a natural 


center, but more of an outside 
shooter, a forward," said 
Miller. "I wish he had stayed, 
because we were just catching 
when he left." 


Miller, a 6-3 guard' in his 


fifth year of ABA competition, 
said the players he has most 
trouble, with were the stars, 
not the pesky players. "When 


we play K e n t u c k y , there's 
Arlis Gilmore and he's so lall, 
Julius Erving, who's so ex- 
citing, also hurts us. I think 
Erving's the most exciting 
player in pro basketball. But 
you also have some short 
quick guards who give you 
trouble," he said. 


As to Erving's reported 


jump to the rival NBA, Miller 
said that someone saying he 
was sure Erving would jump 
might not be correct. "You 
can never he sure of anything 
in this game," he said. 


Why did Miller choose to 


play in the ABA, since he'd 
been drafted by the TGers, who 
had Wilt Chamberlain, Cun- 
n i n g h a m , Hal fireer and 
others? 


"Well, I was Philly's second 


choice, but I had already an- 
nounced that I'd signed with 
the A B A , " he said, "the 
choice by the 7fiers indicated 
t h e y t h o u g h t t h e A B A 
wouldn't make it, but we 
have," he said, also indicating 
that his contract was one of 
the belter ones in the ABA at 
the time.
